BUFFALO, N. Y., 
March 20.-At 7:30 


o'clock Wednesday availing firo broke out 
on the stage at Music Hall, tho finest build- 
ing iu the city, and destroyed not only the 
hall, but St. Louis' German church across 
tha street. Tho hall was opened Wednesday 
evening for tho McCanll Opera company in 
"Falka." In lighting tho gas jeti in tho 
scullery the bordtM^ took firo overhead, and 
in u moment till was ablaze. The mem- 
bei'o of -tlio company were mostly half 
dressed, and some escaped in that condition. 
In half an.hour vli'j immense hall was ou lire 
from ond to end, and the front wall soon foli 
out.
